THE  PURPOSE  OF  EDUCATION 

By  Martin  L.  King  Jr 
1948,  Morehouse  College 


As  I  engage  in  the  so-called  "bull  sessions"  around  and  about  the  school,  I  too 
often  find  that  most  college  men  have  a  misconception  of  the  purpose  of  education.  Most 
of  the  "brethren"  think  that  education  should  equip  them  with  the  proper  instruments  of 
exploitation  so  that  they  can  forever  trample  over  the  masses.  Still  others  thinlc  that 
education  should  furnish  them  with  noble  ends  rather  than  means  to  an  end. 

It  seems  to  me  that  education  has  a  two-fold  function  to  perform  in  the  life  of  man 
and  in  society:  the  one  is  utility  and  the  other  is  culture.  Education  must  enable  a  man  to 
become  more  efficient,  to  achieve  with  increasing  facility  the  legitimate  goals  of  his  life. 
Education  must  also  train  one  for  quick,  resolute  and  effective  thinking.  To  thinlc 
incisively  and  to  think  for  one's  self  is  very  difficult.  We  are  prone  to  let  our  mental  life 
become  invaded  by  legions  of  half-truths,  prejudices,  and  propaganda. 

At  this  point,  I  often  wonder  whether  or  not  education  is  fulfilling  its  puipose.  A 
great  majority  of  the  so-called  educated  people  do  not  thinlc  logically  and  scientifically. 
Even  the  press,  the  classroom,  the  platform,  and  the  pulpit  in  many  instances  do  not  give 
us  objective  and  unbiased  truths.  To  save  man  from  the  morass  of  propaganda,  in  my 
opinion,  is  one  of  the  chief  aims  of  education.  Education  must  enable  one  to  sift  and 
weigh  evidence,  to  discern  the  true  from  the  false,  the  real  from  the  unreal,  and  the  facts 
from  the  fiction. 

The  function  of  education,  therefore,  is  to  teach  one  to  thinlc  intensively  and  to 
think  critically.  But  education,  which  stops  with  efficiency,  may  prove  the  greatest 
menace  to  society.  The  most  dangerous  criminal  may  be  the  man  gifted  with  reason,  but 
with  no  morals. 

The  late  Eugene  Talmadge,  in  my  opinion,  possessed  one  of  the  better  minds  of 
Georgia,  or  even  America.  Moreover,  he  wore  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  key.  By  all  measuring 
rods,  Mr.  Talmadge  could  thinlc  critically  and  intensively;  yet  he  contends  that  I  am  an 
inferior  being.  Are  those  the  types  of  men  we  call  educated? 

We  must  remember  that  intelligence  is  not  enough.  Intelligence  plus  character— 
that  is  the  goal  of  true  education.  The  complete  education  gives  one  not  only  power  of 
concentration,  but  worthy  objectives  upon  which  to  concentrate.  The  broad  education 
will,  therefore,  transmit  to  one  not  only  the  accumulated  Icnowledge  of  the  race  but  also 
the  accumulated  experience  of  social  living. 

If  we  are  not  careful,  our  colleges  will  produce  a  group  of  close-minded, 
unscientific,  illogical  propagandists,  consumed  with  immoral  acts.  Be  careful,  "brethren!" 
Be  careful,  teachers!

ISD  Superintendent  Search  Update 
Parents,  Staff,  Alumni  and  Friends: 

As  you  know,  selecting  a  new  superintendent  is  one  of  the  most  important  actions  that  a  board  will  ever 
take.  The  superintendent  serves  as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  school  and  provides  administrative  leadership 
for  all  of  ISD's  educational,  residential,  outreach,  and  operational  activities.  The  superintendent  also  performs  a 
vital  role  in  communicating  with  the  community  and  our  state  government. 

Given  the  significance  of  this  issue,  the  ISD  School  Board  detemiined  that  a  comprehensive  superintendent 
search  planning  process  would  be  necessary.  Over  the  last  several  months,  the  board  has  been  involved  in  defining 
the  search  process,  collecting  input  from  the  community,  developing  a  job  description,  identifying  the  desired 
candidate  profile,  determining  application  requirements,  and  developing  advertising  materials.  Although  these 
actions  have  required  significant  effort  and  discussion,  they  represent  important  steps  in  a  process  that  has 
significant  ramifications  for  the  long-term  success  of  our  school. 

As  a  result  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  we  are  now  at  a  critical  stage.  We  are  finalizing  our 

planning  activities  and  will  soon  move  into  the  implementation  stage  of  the  search  process.  Advertisements 

communicating  the  availability  of  the  superintendent's  position  at  ISD  are  in  the  process  of  being  published.  As  part 
of  this  effort,  the  Board  will  be  communicating  with  various  educational  programs,  organizations,  and  agencies 
tliioughout  the  country. 

As  we  begin  this  journey,  it  is  important  to  note  that  the  competitive  landscape  has  intensified.  There  are 
now  seven  schools  for  the  deaf  that  cunently  have  or  will  soon  have  a  vacancy  in  the  superintendent's  position. 
These  programs  will  be  pursuing  many  of  the  same  candidates  as  the  ISD  Board.  Given  this  situation,  it  is 
especially  important  that  our  efforts  be  proactive  and  that  we  aggressively  market  ISD's  progi-am,  the 
superintendent's  .position,  the  community,  and  our  great  state.  To  ensure  that  we  attract  the  best  and  brightest 
candidates  to  ISD,  we  ask  that  you  assist  us  by  informing  potential  candidates  of  the  position  availability.  We 
appreciate  the  input  that  you  have  shared  and  the  support  you  have  extended  to  the  board.  As  the  search  process

Happy  Chinese  New  Year 

The  oldest  and  most  important  festival  in  China  is  the  Spring  Festival,  more  commonly  known  in  the  West  as  Chinese  New 
Year.  Like  all  Chinese  festivals,  the  date  of  the  New  Year  is  determined  by  the  lunar/solar  calendar  rather  than  the  Western 
(Gregorian)  calendar,  so  the  date  of  the  holiday  varies  from  late  January  to  mid  Febraary.  The  Spring  Festival  celebrates  the 
earth  coming  back  to  life,  and  the  start  of  ploughing  and  sowing.  In  the  past,  feudal  mlers  of  dynasties  placed  great  importance 
on  this  occasion,  and  ceremonies  to  usher  in  the  season  were  perfomied.  Preparations  for  the  New  Year  festival  start  during  the 
last  few  days  of  the  last  moon.  Houses  are  thoroughly  cleaned,  debts  repaid,  hair  cut  and  new  clothes  bought.  Doors  are 
decorated  with  vertical  scrolls  of  characters  on  red  paper  whose  texts  seek  good  luck  and  praise  nature,  this  practice  stemming 
from  the  hanging  of  peach-wood  charms  to  keep  away  ghosts  and  evil  spirits.  In  many  homes  incense  is  burned,  and  also  in  the 
temples  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  ancestors. 

On  New  Year’s  Eve  houses  are  brightly  lit  and  a  large  family  dinner  is  seiwed.  In  the  south  of  China  sticky-sweet  glutinous 
rice  pudding  called  nian  gao  is  served,  while  in  the  north  the  steamed  dumpling  jiaozi  is  popular.  Most  celebrating  the  festival 
stay  up  till  midnight,  when  fireworks  are  lit,  to  drive  away  evil  spirits.  New  Years  Day  is  often  spent  visiting  neighbors,  family 
and  friends.  The  public  holiday  for  New  Year  lasts  3  days  in  China,  but  the  festival  tiaditionally  lasts  till  the  15th  day  of  the 
lunar  month  and  ends  with  the  ‘Lantern  Festival’.  Here,  houses  are  decorated  with  colorful  lanterns,  and  yuanxioa,  a  sweet  or 
savory  fried  or  boiled  dumpling  made  of  glutinous  rice  flour  is  eaten. 

Snake  Sleeping  in  Winter  2001  is 

the  year  of  the  "Snake  Sleeping  in  Winter".  The  image  is  one  of  a  snake  which  builds  up  sufficient  resources  to  last  out  the 
winter  in  comfort.  On  face  value  this  may  seem  to  imply  that  a  successful  year  is  ahead.  This  is  not  necessarily  the  case,  but  is 
dependent  upon  sufficient  work  being  done  to  ensure  that  success.  This  is  a  year  for  preparation.  In  this  particular  snake  year 
there  is  the  association  with  deep  winter,  with  potential  hardship  and  difficulties  to  overcome.  This  is  a  year,  therefore,  in  which 
your  eyes  should  be  fixed  on  your  goals,  but  not  so  finuly  fixed  as  to  be  blind  to  the  short-term  difficulties  that  lie  in  the  path  of 
your  goals.  This  is  a  year  in  which  it  is  important  to  be  faithful  to  friends  and  family.  Your  network  of  support  may  be  a 
significant  asset  in  difficult  times.  Be  prepared  to  be  more  than  a  fair  weather  friend  and  to  walk  the  extra  imle  when  someone 
is  in  need.  That  said,  remember  that  there  is  a  danger  of  excessive  behavior  this  year,  so  keep  a  balance,  and  just  check  to  make 
sure  you're  not  being  taken  for  a  ride.

On  a  Wintry  Western  Massachusetts  Night, 

Basketball  Was  Born 


At  the  YMCA  International  Training  School  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  folks  were  pretty  bored  in 
1891.  Relentless  snowfall  and  harsh  temperatures  in  Western  Massachusetts  made  winter  a  time  to  stay 
indoors,  even  for  those  looking  for  a  little  exercise.  James  Naismith,  a  young  physical  education 
instructor  at  the  school  (now  called  Springfield  College),  was  asked  to  do  something  about  all  the  bored 
students  who  had  to  endure  dreary  indoor  winter  exercise  programs. 

Naismith  tried  to  bring  a  game  such  as  soccer  or  lacrosse  into  the  gym,  but  both  proved  too  cumbersome 
and  too  physical  for  indoor  play.  Finally,  he  nailed  two  peach  baskets  to  the  balcony  at  either  end  of  the 
gym  and  came  up  with  13  rules  for  the  game.  Naismith  formed  two  teams  with  nine  players  on  a  side, 
each  of  whom  tried  to  toss  a  soccer  ball  in  the  basket.  Basket  Ball,  as  it  was  known  back  then,  was 
officially  invented. 

The  invention  of  basketball  is  still  celebrated  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  home  of  the  Naismith 
Memorial  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame.  Naismith,  was  bom  in  1861  in  Almonte,  Ontario,  Canada, 
eventually  moved  on  to  the  Denver  YMCA  in  1895.  Later  he  would  direct  the  physical  education 
department  at  the  University  of  Kansas,  where  he  stayed  for  36  years.  He  died  in  Lawrence,  Kansas,  in 
1939,  three  years  after  watching  his  game  become  an  official  Olympic  sport  at  the  1936  Games  in 
Berlin. 

Almost  as  soon  as  Naismith  invented  the  game  in  Springfield,  it  started  to  gi'ow  in  popularity  and  evolve 
with  new  mles  and  new  equipment.  Backboards  became  part  of  the  game  in  1893.  They  were  set  up  to 
keep  spectators  in  the  balcony  from  leaning  over  the  guardrail  and  interfering  with  play.  The  first 
backboards  were  actually  made  of  wire,  but  teams  started  grooving  them  to  funnel  the  ball  into  their 
basket.  By  1904,  wood  backboards  were  mandatory.  Glass  backboards  were  permitted  starting  in  1909. 

Fans  today  would  hardly  recognize  the  sport  from  its  early  games.  First  of  all,  the  uniforms  were 
different.  Naismith's  first  team  in  Springfield  wore  black,  long-sleeve,  wool  jerseys  and  long  gi'ay 
trousers.  Then  there  was  the  game  itself  Teams  like  the  New  York  Renaissance  from  Harlem  and  the 
Original  Celtics  from  New  York  City  (sorry,  Boston  fans)  used  to  travel  the  country,  playing  the  game 
f  and  introducing  it  to  others.  They  also  dominated  their  opponents  most  nights.  Those  early  contests 
were  brutal  and  often  bloody.  Players  slammed  into  one  another  with  reckless  abandon,  often  causing 


brawls.  These  games  were  so  intense  that  wire  cages  were  built  around  the  court  to  prevent  the  violence 
from  spilling  into  the  crowd.  The  wire  cages  also  protected  the  players  from  the  fans,  some  of  whom 
were  Icnown  to  throw  bottles  and  nails  onto  the  court.  The  atmosphere  was  so  raucous  that  the  referees 
often  carried  guns  to  keep  the  game  and  the  crowd  under  control.  Hitting  a  player  with  a  technical  foul 
just  didn't  do  the  trick  in  basketball's  early  days. 

Basketball  and  its  popularity  continued  to  grow  and  spread.  The  National  Basketball  League  (NBL) 
foi-med  in  1937.  A  competing  league,  the  Basketball  Association  of  America  (BAA),  also  became 
popular  and  in  1949,  the  two  merged  to  form  the  National  Basketball  Association  (NBA). 

CSSD  Tournament  History 

ISD  proudly  hosts  the  47"’  CSSD  Basketball  and  Cheerleading  Tournament.  Teams  from  Illinois  School 
for  the  Deaf,  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf,  Michigan  School  for  the  Deaf,  Model  Secondaiy  School  for 
the  Deaf,  Ohio  School  for  the  Deaf,  Wisconsin  School  for  the  Deaf,  Texas  School  for  the  Deaf  and 
Whitney  Young  will  be  competing.  CSSD  competition  began  in  1925  at  the  Indiana  School  for  the 
Deaf  Popularity  of  the  competition  led  to  regional  tournaments  including  the  Mason  Dixon,  Eastern, 
Midwestern  and  New  England.  In  the  past,  winners  of  these  regional  competitions  met  to  compete  for 
the  national  championship.  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Wisconsin  have  previously  won  the  national  title. 

The  CSSD  tournament  was  discontinued  in  1941  because  of  World  War  H.  It  was  restarted  in  1971  by 
the  Illinois  School  for  the  Deaf  Since  1971,  the  tournament  has  grown  from  a  four-school  boys 
basketball  competition  to  include  girls  volleyball,  boys  and  girls  basketball,  cheerleading  and  boys  and 
'  girls  track  and  field.  Welcome  to  this  year’s  47"’  CSSD  Tournament!

Diana  Battiste,  Jeny  Thixton,  Yvonne  Catt,  Judy  Cass,  Andrew  Metz, 
Tami  Hossler,  Beth  Slaven,  Barb  Gantt,  Mary  Dali,  Kelly  Phillips, 
Jeanie  Jeter,  Wendy  Brimmer,  Sharon  Schuitema,  Stephanie  Ruddy, 
and  Bea  Pfaff.  The  meeting  was  intei-preted  and  childcare  was 

provided. 

Discussion: 

1 .  Introduction  of  participants. 

2.  PAC  Procedures:  Tami  Hossler  handed  out  the  stracture  of  PAC  and  went  over  the  procedures  for  getting  issue 
or  concerns  on  agendas.  She  encouraged  parents  to  meet  with  their  student’s  teachers,  supeiwising  teacher,  or  teacher-of- 
record  for  individual  concerns.  For  general  department  concerns  that  parents  would  like  put  on  PAC  agendas,  they  can  either 
contact  their  superwising  teacher  or  the  PAC  Parent  Leader  or  PAC  Chairperson. 

3.  Elementary  PAC  Parent  Leader:  Joanie  Jones,  the  cunent  PAC  Parent  Leader,  would  like  to  resign  when  a 
replacement  can  be  found  for  her.  She  will  continue  to  be  involved  in  PAC,  but  due  to  personal  obligations  she  would  prefer 


that  another  parent  be  selected  for  her  position.  If  you  are  interested  in  this  position,  please  contact  Tami  Hossler  or  David 
Geeslin. 

4.  An  Overview  of  Bi-Bi  (Bilingual/Bicultural  Educational  Philosophy):  Diane  Jones 

a.  What  is  the  history  of  Bi-Bi?  Diane  handed  out  a  flow  chart  showing  the  timelines  for  significant  events 
that  happened  in  ISD  history  that  influenced  the  progress  of  the  Bi-Bi  Philosophy.  In  1986,  the  communication  curriculum 
committee  began  looking  at  re-evaluating  its  cui'riculum.  An  all  Hearing  and  one  Deaf  committee  was  established  to  review 
the  speech  and  auditory  training  curriculum.  (In  1986,  total  communication,  sim-com,  and  oralism  were  the  modes  of 
communication  at  ISD.)  In  1987,  the  communication  committee  was  expanded  to  include  six  administration  members  and 
six  committee  members.  They  invited  Betty  Colonomos  from  the  Bi-Cultural  Center  to  come  to  ISD  and  present  on 
ASL/Deaf  Culture.  ISD  continued  to  bring  in  presenters  during  1989  during  which  “The  Deaf  President  Now”  movement 
was  taking  place  on  the  campus  of  Gallaudet.  In  1989,  the  Bi-Bi  committee  established  coordinators  were  chosen.  In  1990, 
a  reheat  was  held  for  the  committee  and  adminishation  with  Betty  Colonomos  as  mediator.  This  is  when  six  adminishators 
and  six  Bi-Bi  representatives  began  to  see  the  vision  of  what  could  happen.  After  the  meeting,  the  adminishators  came  back 
to  ISD  and  called  a  school-wide  meeting  to  discuss  the  ideas  that  came  from  the  reheat.  In  1990,  the  Bi-Bi  Commihee  was 
modified  to  include  parents.  During  the  period  of  1990  to  1995,  the  Deaf  Concerns  Council  was  established  to  focus  on  the 
Deaf  perspective  and  participatory  management,  PTCO  leadership  began  to  have  a  Deaf/Hearing  balance,  more  of  a  balance 
of  DeafTHearing  adminishators  and  teachers  began  to  happen  on  campus,  the  Bi-Cultural  Center  became  consultants  to  ISD, 
and  initial  steps  were  made  at  establishing  the  ASLPI  (ASL  Proficiency  Interview).  In  1992,  the  Bi-Bi  office  closed  and  the 
Bi-Bi  Commihee  chose  to  meet  four  times  a  year.  In  1994,  the  First  National  Bi-Bi  Conference  was  hosted  by  ISD.  In  1995, 
the  commihee  established  a  five-year  shategic  plan.  In  1995,  the  State  of  Indiana  recognized  ASL  as  the  language  of  Deaf 
people.  In  1996,  the  accreditation  process  includes  a  self-study  and  mission  statement  for  Bi-Bi,  the  commihee  adds  parents 
Deaf  and  Hearing  to  co-chair,  ASL  classes  begin  for  staff  and  parents.  In  1997,  PTCO  becomes  a  majority  of  Bi-Bi  hearing 
parents,  parent  Bi-Bi  conferences  were  held,  two  Bi-Bi  representatives  were  added  to  the  adminishation  team,  all  middle 
management  supervisors  were  Deaf,  principal  position  became  open,  the  separation  of  ASL  and  English  became  widely 
accepted  *  sim-com  was  being  used  less  and  less,  and  ISD  became  fully  accredited.  In  1998,  the  Bi-Bi  Orientation  program 
was  established  for  new  staff,  the  Bi-Bi  commihee  began  to  have  meetings  on  a  regular  basis,  and  the  commihee  starts  to 
experiment  with  the  concept  of  self  directed  work  teams.  Since  that  time,  the  ASLPI  has  been  set  up  as  a  tool  to  evaluate  ISD 
staff,  ASL  classes  for  parents,  siblings,  and  staff  are  continuing,  new  staff  and  new  parent  orientations  continue  to  occur, 
discussion  groups  for  parents  are  held,  and  the  school  along  with  ISD  is  continuing  to  develop  other  srmilar  Bi-Bi  haining  for 
staff  and  parents. 

b.  What  does  Bi-Bi  mean?  Diane  had  a  group  break  separate  into  two  groups  to  list  what  Bi-Bi  does  not 
mean.  The  ASL  group  listed:  signed  English,  low  expectations,  mainsheamed  interpreted  programs,  hearing  adminishators, 
low  self-identity,  no  ASL  classes,  no  interpreters.  Deaf  vs.  Hearing  mentality,  all  hearing  teachers,  failure  concept  of  Bi-Bi, 
no  mutual  respect,  teaching  through  English,  closed  minded,  no  ASLPI,  no  empowerment,  medical  view  for  the  Deaf  The 
English  group  listed:  total  communication,  dependency  on  hearing,  sheltering  of  deaf  children,  no  technology,  yelling  at  a 
Deaf  person,  and  not  having  the  capital  “D”  in  deaf. 

c.  What  is  the  data  that  has  been  collected  from  the  time  Bi-Bi  was  established  to  show  how  students  have 

improved  academically,  socially,  and  emotionally?  Diane  reported  that  the  SATHI  (Standard  Achievement  Test  for  Hearing 
Impaired)  is  used  to  evaluate  the  progress  of  our  students  along  with  the  ISTEP  exam.  Little  data  has  been  collected  on 
social  and  emotional  growth.  PAG  suggested  more  videotaping  needs  that  need  to  be  done. 

d.  What  does  Bi-Bi  mean  to  Deaf  and  Hearing?  Diane  suggested  two  words:  Ally  and  Empowerment 

e.  What  is  the  cuinent  status  of  Bi-Bi?  ISD’s  belief  is  that  Bi-Bi  is  now  the  foundation  of  everything  ISD  is. 

It  is  a  life  long  process  of  continued  improvement.  The  school  is  currently  working  on  promotional  videotape  for  ISD.  It 
recently  published  a  promotional  booklet  to  be  used  in  public  relations.  Andrew  Metz  asked  everyone  at  the  meeting  to 
consider  the  need  for  more  grant  wr  iting  projects  to  help  support  the  promotion  of  Bi-Bi. 

f  How  has  English  as  a  Second  Language  been  influenced  by  Bi-Bi?  ISD  is  gathering  more  and  more 

evidence  through  test  scores  that  students  who  come  from  a  strong  background  of  language  (ASL),  tend  to  have  good  English 
skills. 

g.  How  are  new  staff,  parents,  students,  and  the  conrmunity  being  trained? 

Since  1997,  these  things  have  occurTed:  new  parent  orientations,  two  to  four  workshops  per  year,  family  discussion 
groups,  Bi-Bi  conferences  every  two  years,  ASL  classes  for  staff,  parents,  and  siblings,  parent  teacher  conferences,  sibling 
camp,  father/mother  luncheons,  national  speakers  (yearly),  ASL  storytelling,  and  Preschool  portfolio  assessments  at  parent 
teacher  conferences. 

The  FRC,  Family  Resource  Coordinator,  position  requires  a  lot  of  project  type  work.  This  includes  tr  aining,  facilitating, 
and  presenting.  Some  of  this  year’s  projects  include:  Bi-Bi  orientation  for  new  staff,  cochlear  implant  position  paper  for 


parents,  consulting  with  public  schools  on  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  and  Coda  issues,  roles  of  parents  who  are  ISD 
employees,  and  updating  the  Web  Page  of  the  latest  Bi-Bi  information. 

5.  PAC  follow-ups: 

*a.  The  Preschool  and  Elementary  PACs  have  chose  to  meet  separately.  Preschool  will  meet  Feb.  13**'  from  8:30  to  9:30 
a.m.  in  Room  115.  Elementary  will  stay  with  the  PAC  calendar  dates  but  meet  in  the  Elementary  Department  at  3:30  to  4:30 
p.m.  Please  inform  Diane  Battiste  or  David  Geeslin  of  any  childcare  needs  you  may  have.  Middle  School  and  High  School 
will  continue  to  meet  from  4:00  to  6:00  p.m.  in  Jenv  Thixton’s  office  of  the  Middle  School  on  the  scheduled  calendar  dates 
for  PAC.
